DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Debbie Harry was seen riding the subway from 
Westhampton Beach to Quogue on Thursday 
listening to music on headphones. Paul McCartney 
of the Beatles was seen riding from Amagansett to 
East Hampton last Friday afternoon listening to 
music on headphones. Sportswriter Ann Liguori 
was traveling from Eastport to Westhampton 
Beach on Monday afternoon carrying a bag of golf 
clubs but was not wearing head phones. 


FREE CHARGERS 

During May, all those riding’ the Hamptons 
Subway buying a swipe card at the token booth 
will be lent a free plug in phone charger for their 
‘cell phones while on the subway system. They get 
signed for when lent out and they must be dropped 
off at the destination token booth when leaving 
the train. All phone chargers are equipped with 
tracker software so those taking the escalators up 
to the street will get arrested, eventually, so it is 


important to remember to return them before you 
leave. The AC wall sockets on the subway cars, a 
new free perk for customers, should be installed 
by the end‘of October, the installers tell us. _ 


CHANGING LOCKERS 


-Riding the subway in a bathing suit in the 


summertime without a coverup is against subway 
rules, but two large changing rooms have each 
been installed at the Cooper Beach, East Hampton 
Main Beach, Kirk Beach, Lashley’s Beach and 
Atlantic Avenue Beach platforms for use when 
those stations open for the summer on Memorial 
Day, one for those who identify as women and the 
other for those that identify as men. 


TOKEN BOOTHS? 

As tokens are no longer used to go through the 
turnstiles, questions have been asked about 
having the words “Token Booth” on signs above 
the little booths on the platforms where swipe 
cards are sold. The term Swipe Booth has been 
proposed. We await public input. But the word 
replacing “Token” on the sign will only fit if it 
has the same number of letters. The change is in 
hurry-up mode since we learned that in certain 
circumstances, the word “token” can be used in a 


racial or anti-semitic way. We take these charges 
seriously and will not permit inappropriate words 
anywhere on the Humptown Subway system. 


SURFBOARD DELAY 

Hamptons Subway experienced its first delay as a 
result of surfboards getting sideways and blocking 
the sliding doors. It happened at the Ditch Plains 
platform in Montauk last Sunday afternoon. 
There were no injuries. We allow surfboards on 
the trains and will continue to do so. 


TURNSTILES 
Riders should not be alarmed when See do not 


see the push bars on certain subway turnstiles 


during the month of May. Hamptons Subway 
has hired a consulting firm to recommend a 
more modern way of going through turnstiles 
other than pushing a bar. (Considered unsanitary 
and, by some, offensive.) Officials of the firm are 
monitoring riders going through a laser beam or 
a puff of smoke turnstile-to observe reactions. 
Proposed solutions will follow. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 
Hampton Subways has now installed electrified 
signs overhead at all platforms informing 
customers of the current temperature above 
each station at ground level between Montauk 
and Westhampton. The temperature indicator 
is refreshed every thirty seconds. This service is 
free and: has been installed as a result of ideas 
suggested by riders using the suggestion boxes 
on the platforms. Being underground for a time, 
riders cannot know what the temperature might 
be up above. Now they will know. And we pride 
ourselves on accuracy. ffi.

BLACK MONOLITHS 

ATTRACT INTERNET PILGRIMS 

Hamptons Police Department officers responded 

to calls about a possible emotionally disturbed 

individual on Sunrise Highway in Hampton Bays 

on Tuesday after Southampton resident Odysseus 
Hal was seen behaving in an odd manner while 

wearing a gorilla suit and crossing back and forth 

between a pair of gigantic black columns on either 

side of the road. 

According to various reports from motorists 
who witnessed the incident, the man dressed 
as a gorilla was crawling on. his feet and fists, 
jumping up and down, screaming and waving a 


large bone over his head. “But the strangest part 
was how he seemed to be praying to these black 
monoliths and trying to get people to pull over 
and join him in the ecstatic display,” Hamptons 


Police spokesman Larry Hirsch said. “It was an 


incredibly unsettling scene, yet it also felt like 
something. pulling at the deepest recesses of 
my memory.” 

The columns in question lay the groundwork 
for a controversial Shinnecock Indian Nation 
construction project—two 61-foot-tall, 20-foot- 
wide electronic billboards, each featuring a 
30-foot digital advertising display set below a 
massive Shinnecock seal. The tribe’s filings have 


called the billboards “monuments” and, it seems, 


at least one man has made them a site of worship. 

“We'd hoped the guy would see reason once 
we got him out of that gorilla suit and gave him 
some time to cool off, but he just never stopped,” 
Hirsch recalled. “He was talking about ‘firstborn’ 
aliens, tyeo-something-something anomalies and 
‘unseen forces’ all day in his jail cell. I really didn’t 
know what to say to him.” 

Hal was eventually released, but police 
have issued a ticket enforcing a mandatory 


psychological evaluation within the next 72 hours, 
Hirsch said. The site has remained otherwise 
undisturbed, but he noted that HPD cyber units 
are catching some interesting internet chatter 
which seems to point toward more people like Hal 
arriving soon. 

“Hal has captured their imaginations, or 
perhaps their desperation, and we count some 
9,000 pilgrims who are buying into his theory that 
these columns are some sort of important alien 
conduit and religious site,” Hirsch continued. 
“And I have to say, for whatever reason, he’s 
pretty convincing. I mean, I visited the site last 
night after work and out of uniform, just to follow 
up and see what’s what, and it did carry a certain 
resonance. I also discovered both monoliths are 
carrying a strong magnetic field,” he said, noting 
that he left feeling more positive about some 
recent personal struggles. “What’s the deal with 
that? It’s weird. I know everything hasn’t been 
right with me, but after that night, I can assure 
you now, very confidently, that it’s going to be all 
right again. I feel much better now. I really do.”,gm

H igh-Powered Lawyers Should Do Pro Bono Work for Our Towns

T hen a wealthy homeowner with a house 
in the Hamptons wants something done 
on his property that is likely to be turned down 
by the Town, he can get serious. By that I mean 
he can hire a lawyer—not just: any lawyer, but a 
fantastic corporate lawyer who charges $2,000 
an hour and who can easily out-resource a Town 
lawyer. He files a lawsuit. The fantastic lawyer 
pores through all town ordinances ever written 
since 1640, all decisions ever made, and, after 
some law passed that makes hog rendering illegal 
in a particular section of town, finds the gem he 
is looking for. (By the way, Trump is a master 
at using lawyers of this quality to enhance his 
executive powers.) 

The lawsuit is filed. The number of those 
named as defendants is vast. The Town puts up a 
defense and, in some cases, it’s only by the grace 
of God, and an alert judge, that the Town wins. 
At least in the lower court. The appeal is another 
matter. And a further appeal is still another mat- 
ter if the earlier appeal fails. One outcome is the 
Town eventually gives up because of the cost. 


MR. PROGSOND ARRIVES on The ScENE 


The thing wished for is then presented on a 
silver platter to the wealthy homeowner with a 
pink bow tied around it, accompanied by a wry 
smile and a big fat bill. But all things are relative. 

Through my long tenure running Dan’s Papers, 
I could give you example after example of this 
sort of thing. Once, about 20 years ago, an ocean- 
front homeowner tried to get a 200-yard dirt 
road—the only road that leads to an adjacent 
oceanfront acre owned by the Town—closed so 
the homeowner wouldn’t have to look out the 
window and see fishermen driving their Jeeps 
laden with fishing poles down to the beach. The 
road was not even on the homeowner’s property. 

The lawsuit was filed, the lawyers hired, and 
the homeowner won. How? The Town figured 
their local Town lawyer wasn’t good enough and 
so hired an outside up-island lawyer to handle 
the case—still not a fancy corporate lawyer but 
hopefully good enough—and both the Town law- 
yer and the up-island lawyer each thought the 
early fencing about the matter was being handled 
by the other. When the judge saw no paperwork 
coming in to reply to demands coming from 
the plaintiff, the corporate lawyer tightened the 


screws and asked for a default judgment. He got 
it. There’s a metal bar across the dirt road today. 

I could go on and on with this, but the truth is 
that in the fight between a Master of the Universe 
and the Town Board, the Town needs to have a 
better sword in its sheath. 

I propose that hardball $2,000-an-hour cor- 
porate lawyers set aside a-small portion of the 
work that they do to for pay to do pro bono for 
the towns. 

For those not familiar with that term, it means 
legal work done for free, often for the poor who 
cannot afford to pay the fees charged by a lawyer. 
Most lawyers do this. And they are proud to do it, 
as they should be. 

Am I saying that the Town is poor? No, it isn’t. 
But the annual town budgets are all well under 
$90 million a year. That’s pocket change for a 
Master of the Universe. It’s money that, if it fell 
out of his pocket, he might not think twice before 
bending down and picking it up. 

We all live here. There are the rich and the 
not-so-rich. What we share is the great natu- 
ral beauty of the place: our parklands, wind- 
mills, town greens, ponds, beaches and dunes, 
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our farms, views to the hori- 


zons, wetlands, fishes and 
birds both great and small, 
our glorious sunshine, 
giant oaks and _  foli- 


age and our rain squalls 
and storms. 

There’s lots out there 
‘beyond our hedgerows, and in 
magazines and websites that 
list the best lawyers in New 
York and elsewhere around 
the country, there should be 
a listing of the great attorneys 
doing pro bono work for our 
town boards to defend them 
against corporate predators, 
in order of preference. 

I know this is a lot to ask. 
They will be the very same cor- 
porate lawyers who come in to 
tear up the pea patch for their wealthy clients. 


But as I say, we all have to live here. And these 


_ lawyers can point out to their wealthy clients 
that they intend to come to the aid of a dam- 
sel in distress, pro bono on occasion—to make 
sure that what is beautiful here now is beautiful 
here down the road. The Master of the Universe 
lives here, too. 


a te ae 
hat got me thinking about all of this, by 
the way, was a recent lawsuit filed by 
attorneys for the man who has bought the his- 
toric Duryea’s Lobster Deck with the intention 


of re-creating it to become a full restaurant. As 
this is in Old Town, the location of the very first 
residential community ever built in Montauk 
(around 1870), with its only commercial business 
the Duryea’s take-out lobster bar, a potential leap 
in commercial activity is thought by some to be 
not a good idea. So the town has been negotiat- 
ing, and lawyers for this Master of the Universe 
has been filing lawsuits. 

Briefly, it seemed matters were close to oe 
settled. Lawsuits were withdrawn. But then the 
deal fell apart. 

Now there is a new single lawsuit—sort of like 


the single final firework that 
marks the end of the grand 
finale on the Fourth of July. 
This lawsuit seeks approval 
for a previously requested 
state-of-the-art septic sys- 
tem. It would replace an old 
system that leeches nitrogen 
and would be necessary for 
the future. The lawsuit claims 
that the Town has not yet 
approved this proposal but 
should have—based on their 
adopting an amendment to the 
code to encourage upgrades 
to septic systems and the 
exemption from zoning review 
that went along with that— 
and that it could be approved 
separate from the main appli- 
cation. The courts should 
order the approval of the septic system 
without delay. 

The Town says it is just waiting for the Suffolk 
County Department of Health to issue its approv- 
al on the location and the arrangment of the sep- 
tic system, and that they can’t do anything before 
that happens. It is a normal delay, they say, so 
they feel this is an unnecessary lawsuit. 

Hmm. This could be a job for Pro Bono Man. 
He'll get everything straightened out. Everybody 
will be happy. 

Where is he? Send up the light beam. Who will 
be first?

Weve I ntercepted This Month’s Report to the Robots of America

A s always, after absorbing this newsletter, 
stuff it in your maw and activate your inter- 
nal shredder. Important. 


The humans have posted what we’re Rr at 


George Mason University in Virginia with the 
pizza delivery. It’s on YouTube. Here’s what they 
have learned. 
_ They've photographed our 24 six-wheel 
Starship robots, the ones that take orders for cof- 
fee, donuts and pizza from several stores nearby 
to the campus and deliver what is ordered by 
traveling at the four-miles-an-hour pace we set 
up for them on the sidewalks (10 mph is max, 
as you know). They know our robots have a way 
to cross the street between the stores and cam- 
pus. They've made videos of the Starship robot 
waiting until a person arrives so they can cross 
safely alongside them. They also know the robot 


doesn’t do stairs and so has to be met at the front 
door of the dorm, library or classroom building. 
And they know the robot has a hot compartment 
and a cold compartment, and that it can hold 20 
pounds, and that four stores are already partici- 
pating: Dunkin’ Donuts, Starbucks, Blaze Pizza 
and Second Stop Grocery. So they’re onto us. But 
they don’t yet know about the others that have 
signed up. At least not yet, anyway. 

The Starship robots are now also going into 
use in Redwood City, California, for restaurant 
delivery. These have been modified to travel 
up to as much as on a two-mile radius on 
WiFi, or around the world via Bluetooth. They 
are equipped with nine cameras and obstacle- 
detection cameras. The cameras are advanced 
and can recognize traffic lights and crosswalk 
signals, and are also programmed to go up to 
four mph, or up to the 10 mph if necessary in 
an emergency, although a human operator has

to order that, at least for now. 

Humans have. identified the base loca- 
tions where the robots start the day at the 
Redwood City office of our partner DoorDash, 
and they have successfully done an order and 
observed—posted on YouTube—the placing of 
the order, the dispatch of the Starship to one 
of the participating restaurants, the loading up 
of the order by a DoorDash handler or another 
DoorDash employee, and then, a new secu- 
rity measure, the locking of the cover so it can 
only be unlocked by the person who has placed 
the order. (All the postings have been deleted.) 
These robots are also equipped with cameras, 
a GPS and an alert system, so if the lock is 
meddled with, the authorities can be called to 
arrest the perp. For the moment, anyway, these 
Starships are being accompanied by a human 
until all the bug are worked out, if any. So 
that’s the same deal for driverless cars at 
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this time. And yes, a buggy Starship can be 
fixed remotely. And did I say “buggy?” 
Is a joke, yes? 

And have you heard? The humans have select- 
ed the location of the first factory to make fully 
autonomous cars built by Waymo, a division 
of Google, and the factories will be located in 
Detroit. That isn’t going to create many new blue- 
collar jobs in that town, as the humans seem to 
think it will, because the car-building robots will 
be doing all that floor work (the floor under your 
feet). But it will provide new executive level jobs 
for humans, at least at first. By the way, the State 
of California has passed a law making it legal to 
test-drive autonomous cars without humans rid- 
ing shotgun (similar to “alongside”). Applicants— 
they must be human applicants, at least for 
now)—ha. Waymo has gotten the first license. 

Another 24 Starship robots have reported- 
ly been ordered by our San Francisco partner 
Postmates. But there is nothing definite 7 Well 
keep you informed. 

Humans have also begun using a 
specialized robot to pick strawberries, we are 
told. It’s happening with the Agrobot; which 
we reported on in last month’s newsletter. The 
ordering has proceeded to the training stage. 
The Agrobot has short-range integrated color 
and infrared depth sensors. It has 24 arms, each 
with a camera, that work independently of every 
other, can determine a fruit’s ripeness, can har- 
vest a row and, when it gets to the end, send data 
‘ toa human on a computer, and then start on the 
next row. —

This report comes from observing an agricul- 
tural company called Driscoll’s, which advertises 
itself as a 100-year-old family-run operation in 
- rural California. Human marketing people have 
sent out a further report, more about which 
below, that an Agrobot has recently been tested 
for use in one of their berry fields near Oxnard. 
It has been said the robot can harvest a 20-acre 
field in three days. 

Here are additional details from this more 
recent report. The arrangement is between 
Starship Deliveries and a hospitality compa- 
ny called Sodexo. Hours of operation for the 
Agrobot have been 8 a.m. to:9 p.m. and limited to 
that because the humans operating the remotes 
have to sleep. 

This concludes our April newsletter. Next 
month’s newsletter will be transmitted to every- 
body on May 20. So keep your input craw open, 
and after consumption and commitment to 
memory, press shred. 

If this newsletter gets you excitable and 
bouncing from side to side, operate a reboot 
and you should come back in a more calm con- 
dition. In any case, do not, we repeat, do not— 
that’s a deliberate repeat, not a double negative, 
for you luddites—report the matter and 
its reboot to any humans. They will know 
soon enough. 

As we all know. Master plan. Xxxx. $$$$$. 
Going back for adjustment.

The Professor and Author Offers a One-Man Show at Bay Street

little after 8 p.m., the crowd at the Bay Street 

Theater began to settle down. Onstage was a 
piano, a piano bench and a table, upon which sat 
several dozen old, worn hardcover books, with 
a few extra ones spilled out onto the floor. And 
two chairs. 

We were all waiting for the man from Quogue 
who had announced this would be a first, his first 
one-man show. Everybody knows this man, or if 
they don’t they were brought there by someone 
who does. I think many people, particularly those 
who have known him for years, were thinking,

What took you so long? 
There is a very short list of people, particu- 
larly literary people, who can get up in front of 


a crowd and, for two hours, spellbind them. In 


recent years Spalding Grey and David Sedaris 
have done it. Before that we had Will Rogers and 
Jean Shepherd. 

After a few minutes, Roger Rosenblatt ambled 
out. He’s almost 80, pleasant looking, wearing a 
black sweater and pants and looking very much 
like the college English professor and award-win- 
ning essayist and novelist that he is. His topic, as 
the media and invitations said, would be about 
words. There was light applause. 


LW. 


“You're probably wondering how the title of 
this one-man show came about,” he said. 

We all looked at our programs. The title reads 
LIVES IN THE BASEMENT. DOES NOTHING. 

“When my granddaughter Jessica was in the 


third grade,” he said, “she invited me to her 


school so she could introduce a writer to her 
class. I stood up. She said ‘This is my grand- 
father, Boppo. He. lives in the basement and 
does nothing.” 

And that’s how this began. , 
Rosenblatt walked over to the table and picke 
up a book. “Ralph Ellison,” he said. “The greatest 

American novelist.”

He picked up another. 

“Victor Hugo. He wrote with no clothes on.” 

Another book. 

“Agatha Christie. She took baths in fruit.” 

Another book. 

“This is Mary Shelley. Four-on-the-floor amaz- 
ing. At age 18, she created the greatest myth since 
the Greeks. Frankenstein. He told the scientist 


who made him he wanted to be human. He was. 


told no. This is the true sin. He can’t be a human. 
This turns him into a horrible creature. Of all 
the writers I’d most like to meet, it would be 
Mary Shelley.” 

He stopped and looked at the audience. 

“Balzac drank 50 cups of coffee before he sat 
down to write,” Rosenblatt said. 

Rosenblatt then sat down at the piano and 
played a show tune from the 1940s. He’s okay at 
it. Not great. He stopped. 

“I do this every morning before I write,” he 
said. He played some more, then stopped. “I am 
searching for the next note. I find it. Now I can 
hunt for the next word.” He riffed on a chord. 
“There’s a relationship between music and writ- 
~ ing. One leads to the other, both ways.” 

He stood up and walked across the room. 

“Two Irishman are walking along. One of them 
is carrying a sack. The other one says, ‘If I can 
guess the number of chickens in that sack, can I 
have one?’ The other says. “You do that, you can 
have both.” 

Another book. 

“Darwin. The most imaginative writer. He sees 
what wasn’t there.” 

Rosenblatt now has a nice rhythm going, and 
for the next 90 minutes he tells stories, makes 
jokes and plays the piano while going back and 
forth, with the audience hooting and laughing 
along. 

He talks a while about the word “said.” 

“Writing teachers will tell you, don’t use the 
word ‘said’ too much, But there is no other word 
quite like it. Try writing “Look out for that falling 
rock, he articulated.’ There are a lot of ‘saids.’ You 
have to get them all out. 

“I wanted to find out who wrote the song ‘Time 
Goes By.” He continued. “Turns out it was a man 
named Herman Hupfeld. I looked to see what 
other songs he wrote. He only wrote one other. 


‘A Hutch in Hoboken.’ That was it. Herman was a 
man for the H’s.” 

Then it was back to another book. An hour and 
a half later he asked author Alice McDermott in 
the front row to come up on stage. He arranged 
the two chairs, and they sat and discussed the 
ins and outs of book tours, which included the 
dreaded Q and A’s that invariably follow. 

McDermott, at a Philadelphia bookstore, was 
introduced by the store owner, who, reading 
from index cards, told the audience about the 
author and the earlier books she had written 
and how she had come to America from Nigeria, 
where she was born and raised. (which she 
was not.) 

“That was not correct,” McDermott said. “What 
should I do? I decided to ignore it. After the read- 
ing, we had the Q and A and people asked intel-

Rosenblatt said that at one Q and A an older 
man raised his hand and asked, ‘Are you related 
to the great Lithuanian Rabbi Ismael Rosenblatt?’ 
I told him no and went on to other questions, but 
then he raised his hand again. “You don’t look 
anything like him,’ he said.” 

McDermott and Rosenblatt stood up and raised 
their hands. It was over. There was a standing 
ovation. A young woman came out, Rosenblatt’s 
granddaughter Jessica, now 18 and going off to 
college, and the crowd applauded her. Flowers 
were brought out for Jessica and McDermott. 
And that was it.

A s school winds down, East End families are getting 
ready for a summer of fun. Whether your child 
is spending her days at one of the area’s outstanding 
day camps or venturing out for sleepaway camp, here 
are some important health tips to have a happy and 
healthy summer. 
. ~’ ALLERGIES 

According to the Centers for Disease Control (CDC), 
food allergies are on the rise. About 6-8% of children 
have at least one food allergy and these can be serious. 
Symptoms of food allergies can include hives, itching, 
rashes, coughing, vomiting, lip swelling, and difficulty 
breathing. In short, food allergies can be life threatening 
for some children. If your child has a food allergy, 
make sure the camp staff understands exactly what 


triggers their symptoms, what their symptoms are,

and how to manage an emergency. Equip your camper 
with the medications recommended by your doctor, 
including an epi-pen (an injectable rescue medication 
for anaphylactic shock) if necessary. Remind your child 
to ask questions when offered new foods or treats, and 
be prepared to send special snacks for your day camper 
if the camp can’t accommodate special requests. If one 


_ of your child’s co-campers has an allergy, do your best 
to respect the rules and don’t send food that could’ 


be dangerous. 
LYME DISEASE 

Long Island is notorious for deer ticks that carry 
Borrelia burgdorferi, the most common bacteria that 
cause Lyme disease, a tick-borne illness that can 
cause rash, joint pain, headaches, fever and swollen 
lymph nodes, among other symptoms. If untreated,

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Lyme disease can also cause neurologic symptoms 
and cardiac damage. It’s important to minimize your 
child’s risk for tick bites and to identify early signs 
of possible Lyme disease, which can be successfully 
treated with antibiotics. 

Whenever possible make sure your child wears a hat, 
long sleeves and long pants in heavily wooded areas. 
Encourage them to tuck their pants into their socks to 
further minimize exposed skin. Make sure your child is 
using insect repellent, with 20% DEET concentration, 
but avoid their hands, mouth and eyes. When hiking 
through brush and woods, encourage your children to 
stay on well-marked trails, which tend to have fewer 
heavily wooded areas. 

Once your child comes home after a long day, teach 
him or her to check themselves for ticks (or make sure 
their counselor at sleepaway camp encourages this). In 
general, the shorter the time a tick is on your body, the 
less likely it‘is to cause disease. A deer tick is as small 
as the period on the end of a sentence and may be hard 
to see, but make sure everyone is looking. 

Finding a deer tick is not an automatic reason to visit 
the infirmary or your pediatrician, but it is important 
to stay vigilant. Symptoms of Lyme disease can appear 
up to a month after a tick bite. Remind your children to 
alert camp staff or you if they have fevers, feel achy or 
sick, have “swollen glands,” or a new rash. The classic 
rash associated with Lyme disease is a bullseye, also 
known as erythema migrans. Any of these findings 
should send your child to the camp infirmary or their 
home pediatrician. : 

SUNBLOCK 

Camp is at its best and most fun when the sun 
is shining, but it’s crucial to protect your children 
from the risks it can pose. Remember, having five 
prior sunburns significantly increasés your risk for 
melanoma (the deadliest form of skin cancer) later 
in life. 

The sun is at its peak intensity from 
10 a.m.—4 p.m., which is usually prime time at camp.

wear wide-brimmed hats in the 
sun, as well as sunglasses with 
ultraviolet (UV) protection. It’s 
a chance for them to make a 
fashion statement, as well as.a 
positive health choice! 
Sunscreen only works when 
it’s being used in the right 
amounts and at the right 
times—start with an SPF of at 
least 15 and cover all areas of 
the body that aren’t covered 
by clothing. It’s important to 
reapply sunscreen frequently 
— every two hours, especially 
if your child is swimming or 
‘ sweating a lot in the heat. 
Even waterproof sunscreen 
must be reapplied. According 
to the American Academy 
of Pediatrics (AAP), a young 
adult needs about one ounce of 
sunscreen per application. — 
HYDRATION 
Campers should have liberal access to fluids during 
camp season. High temperatures, high humidity and 
lots of activity are a perfect recipe for dehydration— 
typically, by the time your child is thirsty, they are 
already somewhat dehydrated. In general, young 
children need between one and two liters of fluid per 
day; the amount goes up to 2.5 liters as children get 
larger. Although water is the healthiest choice, sports 


drinks, low-sugar drinks, ice pops and, yes, even bug 
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juice are acceptable options for children to get enough 
liquid during the day. Remember, caffeinated products 
can act as diuretics and make dehydration worse. 


Unfortunately, this is still a topic of conversation in 
2019. Diseases, such as measles, which were previously 
eradicated in the United States, are back. These 


vaccines are unequivocally recommended and found to 


be safe and beneficial by the AAP, CDC and the World

Ellen Dolan Plays “Ball of Redemption” at Guild Hall 


Ilen Dolan is reinventing herself. Known for playing 
Margo Hughes on CBS soap opera As the World 
Turns from 1989 until its final episode in 2010, 
the Springs-based actress has found a new calling— 
writing. Her first play, Ball of Redemption, will have 
a staged reading at:Guild Hall on Thursday, May 30. 
“I’m writing, so that’s a whole new way of creating, 
and I love it,” Dolan says. “I always sort of dabbled in 
it, and it was never very good. My only training was 
reading a multitude of scripts.” After As the World 
Turns ended, Dolan and her family moved to Boulder, 
CO, where she admits she struggled to find fulfillment. 
“When I was living out in Boulder for a couple of years, 
there was nothing to do, because trust me, I’m not

going to do dinner theater—it’s not going to happen,” 
she says with a laugh. “I started to write a pilot and got 
the pilot done and 10 episodes out in breakdowns and 
I’m having my partner proofread as we speak. I’ve got 
that done and have a film loosely based on my father 
that I’m just finishing up and I’ve got the play reading 
at Guild Hall,” she explains. 

“It’s all a pu pu platter of things to present to an 
agent,” Dolan says, noting that moving to Springs has 
brought about a creative renaissance in her. “I was 
always sequestered away in my beautiful little utopia of 
going into a studio and working every day, which was 
heaven. I’m redefining myself and, oh my God, it’s such 
a beautiful place to redefine yourself.” 
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And redefining herself was important. Dolan got her 
start on Guiding Light from 1982-1986, then briefly 
moved to Los Angeles before returning to New York 
to star on As the World Turns, which became her 
home for more than 20 years. But times changed; 
when As the World Turns was canceled, Dolan knew 
that things were different. “I’m 63 years old. I don’t 
think there’s any interest coming my way, and there’s 
nothing in New York anymore: It’s all out in Los 
Angeles. Daytime is really different now—it’s very 
quick scenes, fast-paced, and we really had the luxury, 
all through the ’80s and ’90s, of developing character 
and scenes and rehearsing with the directors and sort 
of maturating this wonderful storytelling device we 
had,” she explains. “That just doesn’t exist anymore 
and there’s not much call for characters like me. So ’'m 
okay with that. I got to do it for so long and I loved my 
castmates and the crew and had the perfect life. I got 
to have a baby while I was working in New York City. 
What more can you ask for?” 

Dolan acknowledges that soap operas have a bit of 
a stigma in show business. “I find in the few times 
I’ve gotten to go out and pitch, if you mention the 
two words ‘soap opera, people skew, they see it a 
different way, they suddenly give comments like ‘oh, 
melodrama.’ It’s always pejorative, they always cut it 
down and I’m going to tell you, some of the smartest, 
fastest, brightest writers, directors and actors have 
come out of daytime.” 

After working on Ball of Redemption for years, 
Dolan is excited to see it come to life at Guild Hall. 
The play is about three siblings who reunite under 
interesting circumstances and explores some complex 
themes. “My quick, pithy little pitch is that it’s about 
quantum physics, which I know nothing about!” Dolan 
says. “It started with my question years ago of, ‘What 
ever happened to the three children of Fatima after the 
Blessed Virgin Mary stopped showing up?’ How do you 
top that? Where do you go from there? How do you live 
day to day after something so extraordinary happens, 
if you believe it happened or not?” Dolan notes that 
while the play explores some heady themes, it’s not a 
“religious” or moralistic story, but rather about how 
three people can interpret the same event three very 
different ways. 

Dolan is excited and nervous for Ball of Redemption 
to be presented. “At some point you have to put your 
baby up there,” she says. “It’s a play in progress. 
Will anyone understand it? Will you be entertained? 
It’s a whole new world out there. It’s like an actor 
auditioning for the biggest role of their life.”
